claimed invention regarding claims 1-23, an asset surveillance system and a method, 
comprising: an operating mode partitioned fault classification model of an asset 
comprised of a plurality of fault classification submodels each having an asset operating 
mode associated thereto; and a first selection means for selecting at least one of the 
fault classification submodels from the operating mode partitioned fault classification 
model as a function of at least the one determined operating mode for providing a fault 

, classification of determined fault indications for performing asset surveillance and 
regarding claims 24-32, an asset surveillance method and a system, comprising: 
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producing a calculated set of estimated signal data values correlative to the set of 
observed signal data values acquired from the asset; comparing the set of observed 
signal data values to the calculated set of estimated signal data values; determining a 
presence of a disagreement between the set of observed signal data values and the 
calculated set of estimated signal data values on the basis of the comparison step, and 
determining a cause of a determined presence of disagreement between the set of 
observed signal data values and the calculated set of estimated signal data values for 
performing asset surveillance.
